Berlin, May 5. 


H E 30th of laft Month, at 7 in the E- 
vening, our King being at Table, the 
Duke of Marlborough arriv’d at Char- 
lottenburg : He was conducted to the 
Apartinent of the Margrave Philip, ap- 

pointed for his Lodging; and having refted there a 
while, he waited on the King, who receivy’d him 
with the greateft Marks of Efteem. The next Day 
his Highnefs din’d with the King, and the Healths 
of feveral Rotentates were Drank. During the En- 
tastainment the Duke appear’d to be very eafy, and 
declar’d (‘tis faid) that he was extremely fatisfied 
with the King of Sweden, and hop’d for a good 
Ifue to the common Caufe from his Conferences 
with him. Yefterday Morning by 6 a Clock the 
King’s Table was fpread agen, and the Duke ha- 
ving breakfafted with his Majefty, took Leave of 
him and fet out for Hanover, and the King with 
the Prince and Princefs Royal went for Poftdam. 
M. I{mahilow Envoy of the Czar of Mufcovy, who 
lately left this Court to return to Mofcow, is taken 
by the Swedes between Benten and Grunberg in Si- 
lefia, and carried to Saxony. 

Leipfich, May 4. An Officer fent by Collonel 
Gorts arriv’ Yefterday in the King of Sweden’s 
Quarter, with Advice that the faid Collonel had 
taken the Mufcovite Envoy in his Journey from 
Berlin to bis Miafter, and found about him many 
Papers of Confequence, efpecially relating to the 
Defigns of the Mufcovites in Poland the approaching 
Campaign. The Swedifh Dragoons that are quar- 
te’d in our Suburbs, are to remove to Morrow to 
fome Miles from hence 3; that the Forreign Mer- 
chants and Traders that come to our Pair, may lodge 
their Effeé’s there the more commodioufly and 
fecurely : But we heat of no other Motion of the 
Swedith Troops yet. Letters from Poland by the 
Way of Breflau, fay the Czar of Mufcovy defigns 
to ac this Campaign with 3 feveral Armies of 
49000 Men each. 

"Hanover, May 6. The 3d Inftant in the Evening 
the Duke of Marlborough came hither: He fupp’d 
at Court, and the next Day had feveral Conferences 
with our Minifters, and an Audience of 2 Hours 
of our Eleétor ; and having din’d with his Electoral 


Highnefs fet out in the Afternoon for Holland. 


Hamburg, May 6. The Letters from Cracow and 
Warfaw iell us, that the Mufcovite General Rhen, 


having reur’d from before Dantzick with his Body 


of Forces, is march’d back into great Poland ; that 
in his Way he demanded of the City of Thorn 5 of 
6000 Bills of Linnen for Tents, and that all thé 
Effects in that Place belonging to Dantzickets fhould 
be deliver’'d tohim: And that M. Rubiaski infifted 
kewife upon a large Sum for Contributions which 
he had demanded of the faid City of Thorn, threat- 
ning otherwife to quarter 15 Troops of Poles in 
their Diftti&. Some Letters from Saxony fay, that 
the King of Sweden had a pointed the 16th of this 
Month for taking a general Review of his Troops, 
in order to their putting themfelves in Motion. 
The Poftfctipe of a Letter from Elfeneur, fays Ad- 
vice was come thither from Schonen that the Queen 
tandmother of Sweden was dead. A Relation 
at at Leipfich of what pafs’d on the Duke of 
rough’s coming into Saxony, contains 
other Particulars, that that Duke arriving the 27¢ 
“Night ax che Village of Roftfchan where Lodgings 


were prepar'd for him, had a Conference of 2 Hours 
long with the King of Sweden the next. Morning in 
his Majefty’s Clofet; that he afterwards dia’d with 
him in Company with 6 Generals and Minifters ; that 
the Duke talk’d with no body at the Table bur 
Count Welling his Swedith Majefty’s Councellour ; 
that after Dinner he went with the King into his 
Clofet, and was alone with him for 2 Hours ; that 


the 28ch he din’d with Count Piper, and had after- 


wards’a long Conference with him and other Mini- 
fters ; and that King Staniflaus was prefent at the 
laft Conference the Duke had with the King of Swe- 
den, but that what Difcourfe pafs'd between the 
Duke and him was upon indifferent Matters. 

Danezick, April 30. On Thurfday laft Collonel 
Sinclair came into the City, and it being attributed 
to his Care and Difpofition of our Forces that the 
Mufcovites durft not attempt to break into our War- 
ders, he was welcom'd by all the chief Burghers, 
The Inhabitants that retir’d from hence, are re- 
turn'd, upon Advice that General Rhen is retir'd to 
Thorn and thence into Poland. 

Amfterdam, May 9. Tis advis’d from Leipfich, 
that the Swedes were drawing together 54000 Men; 
that part of them were to begin their March as 
to Day or to Morrow , and that the reft were to be 
moving out of Saxony the 6thof July. The laft 
Letters from Paris fay, that there was fuch Mur- 
muring in all the Towns of France and the new 
Conquefts, on Actount of the King’s Edi@ for 
making the Mint-bills curfent in all his Dominions, 
which had firuck all Trade dead at once, that 
the Court was under great Apprehenfion of Com- 
motions and Infurrections in divers Parts. |
